THE Grend Opera of Gustavus the Third was repeated here 
lest night, with The Ferry and the Mill. Drury Lane Theatre 
was closed in order that there might be: a night rehearsal of 
Antony and Cleopatra, which was announced for this evening, 
but is postponed till to-morrow night, in consequence of the indis- 
posifion of a principal performer. 


ADELPHI.—-Mr. Addison’s Operatic Burlesque, TheButterfly’s 
Ball, founded on the poem of the same title, was produced at 
this house on Monday night, and would doubtless have been com- 
set successful but for the utter incompetence of Mr. Reeve to 

eliyer six consceutive words of his part. Every one must be 
aware that more than half they hear from thit spirited actor is 
his own gag, but as he does not possess the talent of improvising 
rhymes. his gag on this occasion was unbearable. It is a pleas- 
ing subject, has been handled with tact by the anthor, and pro- 
duced with taste and splendour by the manager, the music, partly 
selected by A. Lee, is tasteful and more than ordinarily pleasing, 
the dresses and scenery beautiful, and the dancing graceful, so 
that but for the culpable negligence of Reeve, (who deserves to 
have his wings singed for it,) the Burletta would have been 
hailed with unmixed applause. 1t must have been dreadfully 
annoying to both author and manager to have their hopes 
blighted by such conduct. 

Mr. G. Rodwell has just published a very modest but clever 
letter, addressed to the Musicians of Great Britain, the object of 
which is to incite them to unite in their endeavours to emancipate 
the English musicians from their present degraded state. He says 
‘“‘ The greatest of our native composers at this moment cannot 
- command an engagement at any salary whatever. And not he 
alone, but every English professor shares the same fate ; and why? 
because foreigners are allowed to push us from our homes, 
and fatten on our distress.’* As a remedy, Mr. Rodwell suggests 
that a petition be presented to the King, praying for a patent to 
erect and open a Grand National Opera, whose aim should be 
science, whose end charity. The Theatre to be raised by dona- 
tions of any amount down to a penny, so that it might be placed 
in the power of every one to shew his national feeling. None 
but native talent to be employed in any department of the Theatre..
